Mobutu Gives 
Congo Helm 
To Bomboko 


LEOPOLDVILLE (AP)—The 
Congo’s strongman, Col. Joseph 
Mobutu, announced Tuesday 
that the nation’s government is 
to be taken over until the end 
of the year by a “technical com- 
mission” “headed by Foreign 
Minister Justin Bomboko. 

Bomboko is at present in 
New York where he heads the 


anti-Lumumba Congolese dele- 
gation at the U.N. General As- 
sembly. 

The announcement, made on 
Mobutu's instructions over Ra- 
dio Leopoldville, left in doubt 
the ‘future of Joseph leo, 


named by President Joseph 
Kasavubu on Sept. 5 to replace 
the Co istsupported Pat- 


rice Lumumba. 

Mobutu’s soldiers surrounded 
the administrative offices of the 
Congolese Government earlier 
Tuesday and evicted at bayonet 
point the Lumumba appointees 
still entrenched there. 

None of the ministries of the 
central government has been 
operating since Kasavubu sack- 
ed Lumumba. Lumumba refus- 
ed to accept the presidential 
order, and as a result the Lu- 
mumba and leo administra- 
tions have remained nominal! 
in existence side by side for 
more than two weeks. 

All normal government acti- 
ties came to a standstill in 
the resulting chaos and only 
technical work continued under 
the guidance of U.N. experts. 

President Kasavubu reported- 
ly signed a new arrest warrant 
gainst Lumumba and six of his

This worst colliery accident 
in postwar Japan occurred ear- | 
ly yesterday when swirling 
waters of the Chuganji River | 
burst through the roof of the pit. | 
Ot the 218 miners working in 
the pits, 151 managed to scram- 
ble out before the pit filled with 
muddy water and debris. 


A subsequent cave-in late yes- 
terday afternoon virtually seal- 
ed the doom of the trapped 
minets. 


While weeping relatives ga- 
thered at the mine’s entrance 
of the Hoshu Colliery in the 
town of Kawasaki, Tagawa-gun, 
about 600 velunteer firemen and 
rescue workers frantically tried 
to plug the river bed hole be- 
lieved caused by a gas explo- 
sion in a nearby abandoned pit. 


About 60 members of the 
Ground Self-Defense Force 
were rushed from Camp Fuku- 
oka to the disaster area to as- 
sist in rescue attempts. 


A second cave-in at 4:30 p.m. 
yesterday created a hole about 
12 meters in diameter in the 
roof of the mine making it al- 
most impossible for pump op- 
erators to empty the pit. 

The first cavein occurred 
shortly after midnight. 


Mining authorities said they 
could not recall any previous 
disaster caused by a river-bot- 
tom cave-in. The biggest mine 
digaster since the war ended 
took the lives of 60 men in an 
underground gas explosion at 
the Mojiri Mines in Yubetsu, 
Hokkaido. 


Late last night, rescue work- 
ers at the Hoshu Colliery said 
river water was still pouring in- 
to the mine though 25 pumps 
were operating. 

Survivors said water rushed 
through the first break like a 
tidal wave. One miner who 
escaped saw three of his com- 
panions washed away by the 
torrent. 

Ironically, mine safety 
tors visited the site only a half 
hour before the river bottom 
fell in, according to Sunnosuke 
Ueda, president of the Hoshu 
Coal Mining Co. 

A Fukuoka Prefectural Gov- 
ernment mine inspector theoriz- 
ed that the Chuganji River's 
powerful currents eroded the 
crust-like structure that form- 
ed the roof of the pit. Recent 
heavy rains had swollen the 
river, authorities said. 

Hoshu officials said an emer- 
gency fund of ¥20,000 will be 
paid to each of the 80 families 
affected by the disaster. 

The accident damaged water 
mains in some parts of Tagawa 
and a house in the Tajiri area 
near the colliery was swallow- 
ed in a hole 30 diameters wide 
caused by the river break- 
through. - Three other homes 
were beginning to tilt,

The total surpassed the Gov- 
ernment estimate by 3 per cent 
and last year’s total promised by 
farmers by 9 per cent. This 
is the sixth year in a row that 
Japan has registered such rich 
rice crops.

Toll Rises to 40 
In Italian Floods 


ROME (UPI)—A storm and

“Psychiatry has a distinct role 
to play in the rehabilitation of 
criminals,” Dr. Winfred Over- 
holser, superintendent at St. 
Elizabeth Hospital in Washing- 
ton, D.., said in a speech yes- 
terday. 

Overholser was addressing the 
joint meeting of the Japanese 
Association of Correctional 
Medicine and the American 
Medical Correctional Associa- 
tion at Toshi Center in Tokyo. 


He said Dr. W. R. Poindexter 
in the State Peniten- 
tiary found 20 of the 100 prison- 
ers referred to him for “beha- 
vior problems” were “mentally 
ill, feebleminded, or severely 
mentally handicapped.” Nine- 
teen the 20 had pleaded 
guilty to criminal changes and 
had been summarily sentenced 
without investigation of their 
mental state, 


After referring to “This frank- 
ly psychotic” group, Overhol- 
ser said a certain group of pri- 
soners, known as “psychopa- 
thic personalities” or “socio 
paths,” are hostile, lacking in 
loyalty, are suspicious and fall 
to learn by experience. They 
constitute perhaps the most 
serious disciplinary problems 
in an institution, he said. 


This group, Overholser said, 
includes “a very considerable 
variety of offenders ranging 
from swindling to rape and mur- 
der.” Many, indeed, of the 
homosexuals, bring about a 
number of problems in prison 
administration.” 

Overholser said perhaps as 
much as 75 to 80 ~g cent of 
prisoners fall in the so-called 
normal group but that they, 
too, need someone with whom 
they may discuss their problems 
in a reasonably objective way,

The Foreign Office had in- 
sisted, however, that permis- 
sion could be nted only on 
the condition that the Moscow 
Government would authorize 
direct Japanese flights to Mos- 
cow on similar occasions, 

In the meantime, the Soviet 
side ressed for ission 
through Ichiro Kiyose, Speak- 
er of the House of ‘Representa- 
tives, and other quarters, 


The Soviet Government 
claimed that the projected 
flight comes under the category 
of a “diplomatic flight” as in 
the case of the six flights made 
in the past, 

For this reason, the Russians 
asserted that the flight should 
be authorized separately from 
the aviation pact problem. 

Negotiations for conclusion 
of a Japan-Soviet civil aviation 


pact have been suspended since 


1958 because of the divergent 
positions of the two countries. 

The Russians maintain that 
the Japanese route should be 
limited to only Khabarovsk and 
they steadfastly refuse to per- 
mit Japanese planes to fly over 
Siberia.

Speaking of Music... 


By MARCEL GRILLI 


Tokyo Festival of Contemporary Music (II) 


The third evening in Hibiya 
Hall—the orchestral portion 
of the Tokyo Festival of Con- 
com agg A Music presented 
wor by Toru Takemitsu, 
Michio Mamiya and Makoto 
Morol. The Japan Philhar- 
monic Orchestra, directed by 
Akeo Watanabe, rounded off the 
event in fine fettle with ‘the 
first performance in this coun- 
try of Stravinsky's delightfully 
virtuosic “Agon.” 

No awards were made by the 
festival proper, but a prize, of- 
fered by the German ampbassa- 
dor, went to Takemitsu’s Re- 
guiem” for string orchestra, a 
concise work (circa seven min- 
utes playing time), on which I 
commented back in July 1957 
on the occasion of its first per 


phony Orchestra, under Masashi 
Ueda, who commissioned it. 

Three years ago, I expressed 
some doubts over this music's 
expressive content. The present 
performance, however, me 
more favorably disposed to the 
work’s lyrical intensity, but 
again I was not entirely con- 
vinced that it has very much 
to communicate. (Takemitsu's 
selection for the German prize 
was made by an extra-festival 
jury). 

The other two Japanese com- 
positions—Mamiya’s Violin Con- 
certo (1958) and Morol’s early 
(1953) Composition No. 1 (why 
Op. 107)—had also been heard 
previously at the time of their 
initial performances. Mamiya’s 
Concerto, based on Japanese 
folk melodies, may still be crit- 
icized as an everiong work. Its 


terwoven in the conventional 
four-movement symphonic fab- 
ric can bear some concision. 
But I make no bones in admit 
ting that I enjoyed hearing this 
music again. 

Mamiya’s lively rhythms and 


vigorous Oe age og tion owe a 
debt, I think, iquant Pro- 
kofievian s * is tuneful 
and beguiling slow movement Jun 


(“Intermezzo”) and the quiet ° 
delicacy of the finale are par- 
ticularly effective. Assuredly 
these sections are among the 
best I have heard of modern 
Japanese composition. This 
Concerto should be preserved 
in the active repertoire. On this 
occasion, it had the benefit of 
Toshiya Eto’s virtuosity. 

Of Morol’s “Composition,” 
one can say that it has the 
virtues of youthful exuberance 
and like all of youth’s brashy 
gestures are apt to meander in 
all directions.

The arrival in New York of Mr. Khrushchev, Dr. Castro 
and other disturbers of international equanimity engender- 
ed a nervousness in business circles which was reflected 
in a severe decline on the New York stock exchange on 
Monday. |

to be found anywhere when it comes to developments 
in world affairs and it was not to be expected that the

.merican beliefs and policies, could pass unnoticed, 

There was no doubt nervousness in other quarters as 

unwelcome visitors stepped ashore but fortunately 
serious incident occurred. Mr. Khrushchev, seemingly 
always prepared to make a speech on any subject, im- 
mediately on landing on American soil, started his anti- 
cipated disarmament campaign with a plea for the United 
States and all other nations to cooperate in the abolition 
of arms. We may therefore anticipate. that it is his 
intention to make this theme his main business at the 
session of the United Nations General Assembly, whatever 
may be his fundamental motive in doing so. 


‘Despite some minor demonstrations in the city, Mr. 
Khrushchev seems to have got a better reception than 
was expected in view of his personal attacks on President 
Eisenhower and his allegations against the United States. 
The Soviet Premier seemed to be in cheerful mood and 
nad no complaints to make. 

The Cuban revolutionary leader, Dr. Fidel Castro, who 
has now seized almost all American property in the island, 
on the other hand, was not happy. He is reported to 
have stormed out of his hotel on Monday night because 
of “unacceptable cash demands” made on him by the 
management as well as making complaints about the 
nature of the police protection afforded him. Later he 
Was reported to have moved his hotel headquarters to 
the Negro section of New York after inf U. N. 
Secretary General Hammarskjold about the “inhospitable” 
conditions surrounding his visit. It looks very much as 
if. Dr. Castro is seeking to “play to the gallery“ by moving 
to the N quarter in this manner. Of course, the 
people of Havana have been told that he was badly 

ated by “Yankee police” and the alleged pushing of 

arm as he attempted to wave to the crowd will be 
made much of in anti-American circles. | 
It is not at all clear why Dr. Castro should have gone 
to New York in the first place, He is said to be planning 
to deliver a speech before the Assembly next Monday 
but if this consists of the wild accusations against the 
United States he has been accustomed to make, it is not 
likely to serve any useful purpose. He may find the 
United Nations a very different forum to that provided 
by a revolutioriary crowd in Havana. 


No set agenda of speeches has been made public but 

it appears that President Eisenhower will make a policy 
statement tomorrow to be followed by Mr. Khrushchev 
on Friday. The latter has already denounced as a “strange 
sort of logic” the recent criticism by U.. 
State Herter of his visit as propaganda. “If certain 
Individuals declare that I have come to the General 
Assembly to indulge in propaganda, it only remains for 
me to take pride in such a propaganda mission for the 
good of peace,” he said. “I shall spare no effort in making 
such propaganda untill even the thick-skulled convince 
themselves of the necessity to reach agreement on general 
disarmament and thereby assure world peace.” 

But it is not a question of thickness of skulls. To 

understand his statement, we must try to put ourselves 
in. Mr. Khrushchev’s place. No doubt he is sincere in 
so far as he believes that if all the world were to become 
Communist disarmament and “peace” could be attained. 
But free men do not wish to fall under Communist rule— 
not even to secure disarmament and * ' 
It is when Mr. Khrushchev speaks of “peaceful co- 
éxistence” that we believe him to be insincere. Why? 
Because his own actions and those of the Soviet Govern- 
ment are inconsistent with this doctrine of “peaceful 
coexistence.” : 


lt must be brought home to Mr. Khrushchev, moreover, 
that a state of “peaceful coexistence” must precede dis- 
armament plans. The prevailing international tensions, 
which have become aggravated during the present year, 
mist be cleared up before any significant measures of 
sarmament are likely to be agreed upon. Indeed, unless 
are cleared up, there is every likelihood of the piling 
up of armaments being increased instead of diminished. 
ot : 
Herein lies, to our mind, the real problem. The 
General Assembly had better get down to trying to find 
a solution to the issues that vex the world before they 
rt discussing possible details of reduction of armaments. 
ut will the Communist bloc and its fellow-travelers 
permit this? 
War world was thrown there by the Communists, and 
it is absurd to talk of disarmament and peaceful cooperation 
until the major causes of strife have been eliminated. 

It does not follow, of course, that if the nations were 
to denude themselves of modern weapons, and yet leave 
international tensions as they are at present, that 1 
Would ensue, but this point need not be labored at the 
moment. 

What we want to secure today is universally agreed 
action to help the underdeveloped nations of Africa, Asia 
amd Latin America to improve their status, to unify 
Germany and other countries divided as a result of 
Communist violence or intrigues, and to enhance human 
progress in worthwhile endeavors everywhere. ; 

The means are at hand to build a better world but the 
obstacles come from men with selfish personal ambitions 
and crazy ideologies.

Coal Mine Disaster 

Tt is a matter for extreme 
regret that 67 coal miners were 
‘feared: dead because of a flood- 
ed mine pit in Fukuoka Pre 
fecture Tuesday. Sufficient com- 
tion should be paid the 
victims’ families, but what is 
more important is for the cause 
of the tragedy to be investigat- 
ed thoroughly in order to pre- 
vent recurrence of similar ac- 
cidents. It is true that the 
direct cause of the accident was 
the nearby river which was 
flogdded due to long rains. 
However, investigation showed 
that the ground near the pit had 
beén haphazardly dug for coal 
during the war and in post- 
war years and old and dang- 
erous pits in disuse were found 
all over. The authorities con- 
cerned should be blamed for 
approving or disapproving ap- 
tions for mining and also 

2 deciding mining areas with- 
out A a single map giving 
details such disused pits 
lving underground. Whenever 
an accident occurs in a pit, it 
has been usually attributed to 


force majeure or one beyond 
human control. Such an attitude 
should be done away with and 
strict and scientific measures 
should be susbstituted to pre- 
vent further outbreaks of ac- 
cidents in the mining industry.

A disaster occurred at the 
Toyosu Colliery in Fukuoka 
Prefecture Tuesday. Sixty- 
seven coal miners were feared 
dead as water from the Chugen- 
ji River flooded a pit where 
they were wor with 60 
other miners. e Mines 
Safety Bureau in Fukuoka Pre- 
fecture reportedly warned last 
June against possible disasters 
of a similar nature. Thus
